Because we feel previous editorials 
have stated why we think the Board of 
Nducation used bad judgement in adopting 
this policy, we are not going into it any 
more. Suffice it to say that parents with 
children in school were told what was hap- 
pening and given our opinion as to why the 
school board decisions were unsound.

Community Service—were open to all ne 
papers in the state regardless of the size 
town, There ave well over 100 weeklies in 
Alabama, many of them in towns two op 
three times the size of IWlba. Hxamples are 
unterprise and Andalusia, They have many 
more sources from which to derive revenue 
and consequently have much larger budgets 
for editorial and pictorial coverage, Still, 
The Clipper rates among the best, reg 
less of the size town. 

Another thing that makes us feel good 
is that last year the judges for the contests 
were newspapermen in Georgia, This year 
Tennessee publishers rated Alabama papers. 
Nditors in both states classed The Clipper 
among the best when it came to editorials 
and community service. Being a former re- 
sident of Colorado who immigrated to the 
South with a French warbride, we are glad 
to see that our publication was rated so 
highly by Southerners in the weekly news- 
paper field, 

Primary function of any business, in- 
cluding that of publishing a weekly news- 
paper, is to make a profit. Without plus 
signs on the ledger balance, there could bo 
no publication in Elba to convey local news 
and views of passing events. Given a pro- 
fitable operation, the next important thing 
is to put out a paper that mirrors commu. 
nity life and gives the maximum amount of 
service to readers, Publishers in Georgia and 
Tennessee, by giving The Clipper high rat- 
ings in competition with other weekly pap- 
ers in Alabama, are in effect saying we are 
among the best in writing editorials, pro- 
viding community service and taking pie- 
tures. Since other Southern editors we have 
never met regard the quality of our work so 
highly, we are not a bit hesitant in ‘“tootin’ 
our whistle” about it.

That’s as far as a newspaper can go. 
Aroused public opinion has to take it from 
there. In this case, we are sure that public 
opinion was not sufficiently aroused to 
sause even one person to go to any member 
of the Board of Education or Supt. R. L. 
Farris and protest this wasteful 
school money. By their passiveness, parents 
have given silent votes of “yea” to this dis- 
sipation of educational facilities. 

In doing so they have stood by idiy 
while badly needed money for education 
was spent unwisely.

has turned in two letters of resignation. Re- 
| fused by the rest of the council, he has been 
, talked into coming back and serving out 
his term. 

Pirst-termer Stokes Haire has been 
hon-commital on his political intentions for 
the next four years. Disputes that always 
| arise and criticisms that always get tlung 
j at public officiais have given him an insight 
into the life of a councilman. He could feel 
iat the price is too high to pay for him to 
seek another term. 

Neophyte politicians who want to get 
their feet wet in the city political races this 
year have certain qualifications to meet. 
Deadline for qualifying, according to Mrs. 
T. D, Kendrick, city clerk, is August 18, 30 
days befere the Sept. 17 election. 

All candidates must file the following 
statement with Mrs. Kendrick before the 
deadline:

According to a book, “Municipal Gen- 
eral Klection Procedure in Alabama distii- 
buted by the Alabama League of Munici- 
palities, qualifications to yote andor hold 
office were listed as: (1) residing in the 
state for two years: (2) residing in the 
county for one year; (3) residing in the 
precinct or ward for three months, and (4) 
meeting poll tax requirements, 

Moving from one ward to another less 
than 90 days before qualifying or voting 
does not affect the eligibility of a person 
if he is otherwise qualified. He could still 
yote providing his total period residence in 
town Was more than 90 days prior to Sept. 
17, - -~ 

To vote, a person does not have to main- 
tain a physical residence in the city. He may 
maintain a residence here for voting pur- 
poses and cast an absentee ballot. 

A candidate for office must have re- 
sided within the city limits for three months 
prior to the deadline for qualifying, which 
is August 18. This means that persons liv- 
ing on the Enterprise highway and in the 
vicinity of the airport would be eligible to 
run for office because the legislative act 
incorporating their homes within the city 
limits was signed into law January 17, 1956. 

Candidates must specify the office for 
which they are running and live within the 
city limits for the entire period of their term 
of office.
